Novato Firemen Make

Marin County may be forced to 
play a new role in event of enemy 
attack, predicted Col. Carl Engel- 
hart, county civil defense coordin­ 
ator, yesterday. 
Engelhart's comments were fast 


j on the heels of the San Francisco 
Disaster Council and Corps’ “Study 
of Dispersal” (in case of enemy- 
attack) released Monday. The San 
Prancisco plan anticipates mass 
evacuation of the downtown pop- 
| ulation and other residents to 
| outlying areas including Marin 
County. 
Marin’s problem then becomes 


j one of taking care of thousands 
| of San Francisco “refugees” who 
! will enter the county after the 
“yellow alert.” Previous plans, ac- 
| cording to Engelhart, provided that 


i Marin Civil Defense forces would 
| take care of hospital patients and 


j small, organized groups of refu­ 
gees. 
“Nour our cities must make flex­ 
ible plans in case of enemy at­ 
tack,” said Engelhart. An unantici­ 
pated number of San Francisco 
; residents, seeking refuge in Marin, 
| will have to be housed and fed, he 
said. 
“One of our major problems will 
be to find out how many persons 
will be coming into the area in 
: case of attack,” he continued. 
Marin Civil Defense authorities 
■ will have to be ready to stop traf- 


\ fic from entering San Francisco 
! and facilitate outbound traffic 
from the city. 
Rear Admiral A. G. Cook, al­ 
ready has planned to meet with 
officials of the five West Bay 
counties early next month to ex­ 
plore possible methods of housing

MARIN COVERED 
BY SMOG FROM 
EAST BAY AREA 
Moderate to h e a v y smog 
blanketed southeastern Marin 
today. Mt. Tamalpais lookout 
Harry Steinburg said it was 
mostly industrial smoke from 
the East Bay Area. 
H e a v i e s t 
smog, 
which 
reached about 900 feet alti­ 
tude, was in the Richardson 
Bay-Mill Valley area, Stein­ 
burg said. At noon it extended 
from the middle Bay Area to 
the north Bay Area where it 
was beginning to clear under 
a west wind, he said. 
If the west wind continued 
to build up and extend further 
south, 
Steinburg 
said, 
the 
smog probably would clear out 
of Marin late this afternoon or 
tonight. 


Work on the San Rafael-Rich- 
rnond bridge is 35 per cent com­ 
plete, the Public Works Depart­ 
ment reported today in Sacra­ 
mento. 
In a progress report to Gov. 
Goodwin Knight, the department 
said the $62 million span’s sub­ 
structure is 78 per cent finished 
and the superstructure is 38 per 
cent completed. 
Norman Raab, project engineer 
on the 4.1 mile bridge, told the 
Independent-Journal this morn­ 
ing that 1.700 feet on the Contra 
Costa side had been completed, 
including paving, and that steel­ 
work on 1,900 feet of the Marin 
side also was finished. Paving of 
the Marin side now is under way, 
with 150 feet completed. 
Fifty-four of the bridge’s 79 
piers have been finished, Raab 
said, and steel is erected already 
on most of them. 
In addition to the completed 
sections, six 300-foot truss spans 


also are in place. Four of these 
are on the Richmond side adja­ 
cent to the completed section, and 
the other two in mid-bay. 
Most of the contracts are ahead 
of schedule, the project engineer 
declared, but October, 1956, re­ 
mains the target date for opening 
because “we don’t know’ what kind 
of a winter we will have this year 
or next.” 
Construction of the toll plaza, 
including maintenance buildings 
on both the Marin and Contra 
Costa sides, is about 10 per cent 
finished, as is the contract for 
electrical installations. Roadway 
lights now are being erected on 
the completed Richmond section. 
The director of public works re­ 
cently awarded a $276,000 contract 
to Scott-Buttner of Oakland for 
installation of toll collecting equip­ 
ment. 
This leaves only two major con­ 
tracts yet to be let, he said. Larg­ 
est is the Richmond approach con­ 
tract, which is expected to be 
about one million dollars. This 
roadway will be carved over the 
hill behind the Standard Oil of­ 
fices to tie into the state highway. 
The other is a contract expected 
to be in the neighborhood of $400,- 
000 for paving in the toll plaza 
and approaches other than on the 
bridge itself. 
“Outside of those contracts we 
have just about completed our 
contract letting, except for a few 
small ones,” Raab said. He indi­ 
cated the “small ones” would be 
for such work as landscaping, traf­ 
fic stripes and furniture moving.

Smoke Paper 


NEW YORK (UP) — A powerful 
cancer-causing chemical compound 
has been identified 
in 
burning 
cigarette paper, it was disclosed 
today. 
The compound is 3.4 benzpyrene. 
In mice it is one of the most 
powerful—if not the most power­ 
ful — cancer-causers k n o w n to 
science. No one knows vhat it does 
to human beings. 
D. V. Lefemine, research chem­ 
ist of the Cancer Institute, Miami, 
obtained 1.7 pounds of tars by 
burning enough cigarette paper to 
roll 80.000 cigarettes, enough to 
last a pack-a-day smoker 11 years. 
He separated the 1.7 pounds of 
tars into chemical 
components, 
and one component he identified 
by its spectrum as 3,4 benzpyrene, 
which has the peculiar quality of 
glowing or fluorescing under ultra 
violet light and thus has a spec­ 
trum.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Package Deal Won't Get 
You A Good Lt. Governor 


In nearly all the contests in next m onth’s 
elections, the Democrats are asking the \oters 


to cle(t their “unknown” candidates simply 


because they ate Democrats. 


As the political editor ot the Los Angeles 
l i m e s wrote not long ago, “ a Democrat is 


asked to \ote, not for Richard, Ed or Sam 
on the basis of what each has to otter in 


the wav ot 
experience, 
qualifications or 


abilitv, but on the premise that a political 


pac kage with a Democratic label is a sort of 
a giab bag that ma\ contain a surprise or 


two.” 
And there is nothing surprising about this 


development. 
In iact. it could hardlv be 


otherwise. 
For while the Democrats com* 


piise a major ity of registered voters in our 


State (but not in Marin County), their can­ 


didates v\ ith a few notable exceptions are 
men without special experience, qualifica­ 


tions or ability for the positions tliev seek. 


Of coutse this t\pe of blind paitisan ap­ 


peal bv the Democrats is contrary to the 


dicta of the titular head of the party Adlai 


Stevenson, who said. “ If the \oters of the 


nation e\ei stop looking at the recoid and 


the character of the candidates and look at 


their partv label, it will be a sorts day for 


democracy.” 
Rut California Democrat party bosses ap­ 


parently hold the view that “all is lair in 


lose and war,” politics being a kind ol not- 


too-violent war. 
T h e lieutenant governor contest is one 
where this situation seems to prevail.

J. (Butch) Powers is a public servant 


with a long and honorable tecoid in Sac­ 


ramento.

Only Snobs Wear White Shirts— 


And Probably Because Papa Did 


NEW YORK F — Thp bi2- 
fcest mistake the

collar 
class makes today is to cling to 
the white shirt 


The white shirt for a couple of 
generations has been a genteel 
badge of superiority in America, 
stuffy emblem of stuffy respect­ 
ability. 


WHEN A GUY had 
nothing 
else to boast, about, he could at 
least feel proud in his heart be­ 
cause he earned his living in­ 
doors and wore a white shirt. 
For some obscure 
reason 
this 
made him feel a cut above the 
rough-handed 
skilled workmen 
who went boisterously to their 
jobs in dungarees or old leather 
jackets. 


Whatever reason 
existed 
for 
this feeling vanished when the 
skilled workmen began dragging 
down more take home pay then 
the office workers, and that has 
been true for some time now. 


A POLICEMAN wears a blue 
uniform so he 
can 
be readily 
identifiable when you have to 
yelp for help. 
But 
the 
office 
worker's white shirt has become 
a uniform to him. ’oo, although 
he doesn't realize it, and really 
doesn't need to wear a uniform 
at all. It seems to me his white 


shirt has become a symbol of in­ 
feriority. not superiority. 
Fo years I have been crusad­ 
ing against the out-of-cfate snob­ 
bery of the white shirt, which 
most men actually wear for one 
of three reasons: 


1. THEIR FATHERS wore one. 
2. They are afraid to wear a 
colored shirt because they don't 
want to stand out from their 
fellow white sheep in the herd. 


3 Their wives tell them they 
look younger or cuter in a white 
shirt But the wives should know’ 
better. 


It is a pleasure indeed to note 
now that one 
of 
the 
nation's 
leading shirtmakers is attacking 
this old shibboleth in a series 
of ads entitled: ‘‘Never Wear a 
White Shirt Before Sundown.” 


“A WHITE SHIRT 
with 
a 
business suit is really the loud­ 
est thing you can 
wear,” 
this 
firm asserts. “It looks clean in 
the morning, but by afternoon 
it gets soiled at the collar and 
cuffs. THIS 
LOOKS 
AWFUL. 
Wearing a white shirt at the of­ 
fice is . . . a pitiful abdication of 
individuality . . . No well-dressed 
man should wear a white shirt 
before sundown.” 
This >tyle verdict makes sense, 


even if one be so unkind as to 
suspect that it is part of an in­ 
sidious campaign to get us into 
the. two-shirt-a-day class — a 
colored one at the office, a white 
shirt in the evening. 


BIT SOMETHING has to be 
done to lift the American male 
from the anonymity and monot­ 
ony 
of 
his 
invariable 
white 
shirt. Even the denim shirts of 
convicts at least have numbers 
stencilled on them, so they can 
be told apart. Men who stub­ 
bornly cling to th° white shirt 
might take a tip from this and 
lend a little variety 
to 
their 
looks by having their auto li­ 
cense or social security number 
printed on their 
starch 
pale 
bosom fronts. 


Personally, I blame American 
women for the fact their hus­ 
bands generally look like pen­ 
guins rather than people. They 
usually select the family cloth­ 
ing. and they buy papa white 
shirts because they are too lazy 
to take the trouble to dress him 
as well as they do themselves. 
Or else they fear to.

Smog Is Going 


To Cost Money 


For Its Control 


SACRAMENTO <CNS> — Peo­ 
ple who live in fresh air, where 
the oxygen content is not con­ 
taminated by carbon monoxide 
and other noxious chemical con­ 
tent. fail to realize the prob­ 
lem created by the air pollution 
known as “smog.” For years now, 
it has grown steadily worse in 
the Los Angeles area, and ap­ 
pears to be spreading to the San 
Francisco Bay district. 
The exhaust pipes from more 
than six million vehicles in Cali­ 
fornia continue to pour a daily 
ration of carbon 
monoxide, 
a 
deadly gas. into the atmosphere. 


WITH THE GROWTH of the 
oil refining business in Califor­ 
nia, air pollutant continues to be 
disbursed from this source. 
Thousands of domestic and in­ 
dustrial incinerators pour smoke 
and gas into the air, and chemi­ 
cal manufacturing also contri­ 
butes its share to the smog con­ 
dition. 
Thus, the problem is not a new* 
one to the California Legislature, 
but in the 1955 session, it prom­ 
ises to be a pertinent problem, 
and one which the solons cannot 
sluff to one side by giving it to 
a committee “for further investi­ 
gation.” 


IN OTHER WORDS, air con­ 
tamination has reached the point 
where control is necessary to the 
economic and social well-being 
of the state, according to opin­ 
ions from leading citizens. 
What can be done to elimi­ 
nate. or at least minimize air 
contamination 
in 
a 
practical 
manner, still us a. question with 
the engineers who 
study 
the 
problem, 
as well 
as 
the 
lav 
brotherhood in the Legislature, 
which has dallied 
with 
it 
all 
these years. 


AN 
EXTENSIVE 
report 
on 
smog control, and the entire sub­ 
ject of air pollution was made 
several years ago by a commit­ 
tee headed 
by 
Assemblyman 
Randal F. Dickey of Alameda, 
whose efforts in water pollution 
control resulted in constructive 
legislation. 
But like a lot of other legisla­ 
tive reports, 
this 
was shelved 
with no action, although Dickey 
pressed the issue. 
Governor Goodwin J. Knight 
announced recently, after com­ 
menting on the magnitude of the 
smog problem, that he intends to 
place the whole matter in the 
hands of the Legislature at the 
1955 session. He said that the 
Legislature should assurrje cer­ 
tain responsibilities toward so­ 
lution. Of course, the problem 
has been there all the time. 


THEN 
LT.-GOV. 
Harold 
J. 
Powers declared that such con­ 
dition5; should not exist if there 
is Anything within the power of 
the Legislature or the state gov­ 
ernment to bring them under 
control. 
But air pollution is hardlv a 
political issue, even ¡f candidates 
would make it so. It is, rather, 
a 
scientific 
and 
engineering 
problem which must have the 
advice and recommendations of 
the best brains in the business 
as to source, degrees of danger, 
and methods of wiping it out or 
minimizing it out of the danger 
zone. 


ALTHOUGH THERE has been 
no legislative 
action 
of 
any 
great import on the problem, this 
does not mean it has been shunt­ 
ed to one side by the scientists. 
Research is being continued, and 
many industries have voluntarily 
installed 
c o n t r o l equipment. 
Others have not and it may take 
legislation to force such instal­ 
lation. 
This, however, does not solve 
the six million vehicles exhaust 
gas problem, nor does it solve the 
issue of using incinerators. It’s 
going to cost money to solve the 
problem, but apparently, sooner 
or later, the money will have to 
be spent.

The working men and women 
of America are doing well under 
the Administration of President 
Eisenhower and I w'ould like to 
give you some facts and figures 
to prove it. 
Factory workers in the United 
States—the men and women on 
the 
production 
lines — 
have 
made an average of $70 a week 
during the past two years. Last 
September, average weekly earn­ 
ings reached $71 86. eighty cents 
higher than in August and the 
highest level ever reached dur­ 
ing September, higher even than 
during the boom years of World 
War II. 
Take 
home 
pay 
has 
also 
reached a new high. The money 
that you and I take from the pay 
envelope after deductions have 
been made has averaged $66 a 
week in each month of 1953 and 
1954. It was $66.78 in September. 


BUT EVEN THIS is not the 
full story of 
our 
progress. If 
prices had been rising rapidly, 
the figures I 
have 
mentioned 
would have no meaning. Prices 
have 
held 
steady, 
however. 
Therefore, the average earnings 
for the past two years will buy 
more today than earnings in the 
years 1947 through 1949 would 
at the prices we had to pay 
then. 
With all of this, what about 
employment? 


The federal government—Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and his Ad­ 
ministration—is anxious to re­ 
duce unemployment to the low­ 
est level. Our aim is maximum 
employment, and w>e are taking 
all possible steps to achieve it. 
More than 62 million men and 
women are gainfully employed. 
Our unemployment of just over 
3 million must be viewed in the 
context of a total civilian labor 
force of over 65 million. 


I BELIEVE THAT in our nat­ 
ural concern over the welfare of 
the individual worker this em­ 
ployment side of the picture has 
received too little attention. 
Employment 
in 
construction 
trades and services has been at 
record levels during 
the 
past 
year. Employment in manufac­ 
turing 
and 
related 
industries 
such as transportation and coal 
mining has dropped, reflecting 
the decline in defense work. 
Most of the 3 million unem­ 
ployed are on their way to other 
jobs or out of the labor force. 
For example, from 
August 
to 
September of this year one mil­ 
lion men and women who were 
formerly unemployed got jobs; 
and over half a million people 
who were employed 
left 
their 
jobs and the labor force and were 
not looking for work, in order to 
go back to school, 
to 
become 
housewives, to retire, or for some 
other reason. 


AT THE SAME time that all 
this was taking place, less than 
a million people lost their jobs; 
and during this same time half 
a million people who had not 
been previously looking for work 
actively entered the labor mar­ 
ket — some of them for the first 
time and others anew. 
The net result of this move­ 
ment was one hundred thousand 
reduction in 
total 
unemploy­ 
ment from August to September. 


During September, about half 
the unemployed were newcomers 
to the Jobless ranks. About 800,- 
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000—or one quarter of the total 
unemployed — had been out of 
work 15 weeks or longer. We do 
not minimize 
the 
problem 
of 
these 800.000 persons. Theirs is 
not a new problem and the Ei­ 
senhower Administration is do­ 
ing all it can to help them. 


NOW, IN CONSIDERING the 
position of American labor, it is 
gratifying to note the growth of 
union membership during recent 
years. Since 1947 when the Labor 
Management Relations Act was 
passed, union membership has 
increased an estimated 1,500,000. 
In the past two years there has 
been an increase of over half a 
million. 


In the Labor Department, we 
take very seriously our mandate 
from Congress to promote, de­ 
velop and foster the welfare of 
the W'age earners of the United 
States. To us this means all the 
wage earners—organized and un­ 
organized. 


It means that we are as much 
interested in the welfare of the 
farmhand in Arkansas as we are 
in the welfare of the steel work­ 
er in Pennsylvania or the auto­ 
mobile worker in Michigan. 


ACTUALLY OUR biggest job 
is jobs. Last year the 1,700 em­ 
ployment offices helped to place 
some 16 million men and women 
in jobs. Nearly 15 million vet­ 
erans have been placed in non- 
farm jobs since the enactment 
of the 
Servicemen’s 
Readjust­ 
ment Act in 1944. 


Training for jobs Is another 
important function and we work 
with both labor and manage­ 
ment in promoting the training 
of workers for highly skilled 
jobs. 
Safety in the job is a major 
concern of ours too. A few months 
ago I prohibited boys and girls 
from operating 14 different types 
of power-driven machinery be­ 
cause it was too hazardous. Then 
in South Carolina recently there 
was a 79 per cent reduction in 
job injuries six months after a 


Department of Labor safety pro­ 
gram was put into effect. 


WORKING CONDITIONS on 
the job is another area where we 
are most active. Every day all 
over the country our offices vig­ 
orously enforce the 
wage 
and 
hour laws, making sure that the 
rights of workers are preserved. 
Here are just a few examples: 
A short while ago we got more 
than $3.000 in back wages for the 
employees of a New Jersey fac­ 
tory: we got almost $2.000 for a 
truck driver in New’ Orleans and 
$18,000 for 28 employees of a 
Kansas oil well company. These 
men and women had not been 
paid properly according to the 
federal minimum wage law'. 
Thesp are just a few examples. 
Hundreds of similar 
cases 
are 
handled by our offices in Wash­ 
ington and in the field. 


AND WE COLLECT facts and 
information 
about 
jobs. 
The 
cost-of-living index is written in 
the Department of 
Labor. 
It 
tells you whether the cost of liv­ 
ing is going up or down, or—as 
at the moment—standing still. 
More than 3 million pay checks 
in this country go up or down 
\vith its fluctuations. 
The Department of Labor is 
trying hard to improve these ser­ 
vices, to tighten our enforcement 
measures for the benefit of the 
workers, to make the nation's 
factories safer, to generally pro­ 
mote the welfare of the wage 
earners.

M o n d a y advertisements must be In the preceding Friday morning. A n y Inter­ 


vening holiday advances the deadline by o day. 


N o responsibility to show printer's proof Is assumed under the a b o v t 
schedule. 


If a proof Is desired, advertisement must be submitted substantially In 


advance. Corrections, if any, must be ordered by 11:00 a.m . of working d ay 


preceding publication. A n y changes from original copy will be charged for 


on basis of printing work involved. 


O n the last publication d ay before an election no political advertisement 


other than a simple statement of advocacy will be printed.

The next step is for the intake 
worker to get the full picture and 
with parental permission get in­ 
formation about the child from 
schools and other sources. Then 
a staff meeting is held to decide 
what would be done with the 
child.

Dr. Shirley said that, depending 
on the age of the child, “we try 
to change the environment of the 
child or change the child.”
